not hot, remove at once from heat.
Stir contents of pagkage chocolate
rennet powder into milk briskly
until  dissolved — not over ome
minute. Pour at once, while still
liquid, into individual dessert
glasses or custard cups. Do mot
move until firm about 10
minutes. " Chill in refrigerator.
Just before serving, garnish by
viping frosting through pastry tube
or whipped cream on surface to
